This matter has been d i scu s se d with our operating officials 
who state that & review has beam made of t be material produced by 
this activity and that only nominal use la made of the reports, so 
little, .in fact, that Old support ia not warranted. 

£ understand that this activity ia of benefit to the Govern- 
ment, particularly in response to inquiries from Congress, the 
Department of justice, and other Government agencies* Therefore, 
it ia suggested that an attempt be made to obtain funds from those 
agencies who benefit the moat. £t la regretted that we axe unable 
to offer any help in the continuation of this activity.
